Their hopes for a giant display 
of Nazi accomplishments and 
courtesy dashed by Hitler’s snub- 
bing of Jesse Owens, Negro 
champ, who won four gold medals, 


the Nazis are worrying about the 
nation’s reaction to the obvious su- 
periority of a Negro over the 
world’s best Aryans, whatever that

As Permanent 
GroupEffective 


GENEVA (Spl.)— A_ militant 
World Jewish Congress, meeting 
here in the League of Nations 
Hall, definitely declared for a 
permanent organization and went 
beyond the bounds of its agenda 
when it. called for a tax on every 
Jewish judividual and Jewish com- 
munity. 


Dr. Leon Kubowitski, of Bel- 
gium, who made the proposal be- 
fore the 291 assembled delegates 


representing thirty-two nations, 
for a permanent Congress in one 
of his points said, “The Jewish 
Communities and associations of 
the world must place a percentages 
of their budget.at. the disposal.of. 
the World Congress,” 

According to Dr, Kubowitski’s 
plan a Congress would be elected 
for four years and meet regularly 
bi-annually. Between sessions a 
central council should meet semi- 
annually and one section of the 
executive should have specific ad- 
ministrative duties, 

Despite the fact that at the open. 
ing session, Rabbi Wise described 
the Congress as a “purely volun- 
tary and cooperative association 
of those Jewries choosing to par 
ticipate,’ Dr. Kubowitski ignored 
this limitation in outlining his plan 
for a permanent organization,

Hadassah Answers The Call; We Salute You 


“Mishmar HaEimek alone weeps over the loss 
of 3,000 trees from the forest that was its pride.” 
Thus wrote Mrs. Henrietta Szold, remarkable 
Jewish women, who like Ruth and Esther will go 
down in legendary history as one of the great fig- 
ures of her day, in issuing an appeal to Hadassah 
for help. 

But no longer need Mishmar HaEmek weep. 
Electrified by the earnest words of her founder, 
Hadassah is stirred and plans to move into 
action. An appeal has gone out to the Jewish 
women of America, 350 chapters strong in 45 
states. An appeal is made to “help rebuild the 
raped forests of Palestine.” Mrs. Szold, wrote in 
almost poetie eloquence, “A tree in treeless Pales- 
tine—a tree into the planting of which went blood 
and sweat and substance, and which symbolized 
hope and the future—destroyed ruthlessly.” 

No other urging is necessary. Mrs, Albert P. 
Schoolman, chairman of the Jewish National 


Fund Council of Hadassah, has begun’ to mobilize 
the Jewish Women of the nation. To all who 
Know Hadassah’s ability, it is no longer a ques- 
tion of whether the trees will be replaced, it is 
only a matter of time. The trees will be re- 
planted, we may rest assured. Summer commit- 
tees have been appointed. Although the warm 
months are usually a time of inactivity, an emer- 
gency draft calls back the women from their va- 
cations, stirs activity where before only lethargy 
was, and institutes a drive for a purpose which 
will meet with unhesitant cooperation from every- 
one, 

Women of Israel rallying in a crisis. Indeed 
it is moving and dramatic. And if’ men are in- 
effectual and blundering and incompetent, let us 
hope they are not ungrateful, too. This paper 
salutes Hadassah, for another coup, Hadassah, we 
salute you. 


Year of Unprecedented Activity Predictable 


Even the most observer of the American Jew- 
ish scene can predict a year of unprecedented 
activity for Jewish organizations beginning with 
this fall, 

With the Rosh Hashonah holidays a week or 
two earlier this year, October 1 should see most 
of the major Jewish organizations in full swing 
for the fall and winter season. The Zionists, 
B’nai Brith, American Jewish Congress, Ameri- 
can Jewish Committee, Hadassah and the Council 
of Jewish Women are all already laying plans 
for enlarged programs. Of these groups at least 
two, the Zionists and B’nai B’rith are entering on 
new phases of activity, which if plans do not go 
awry, should widen their influence and enhance 
their prestige and effectiveness. No doubt the 
others too have undisclosed plans for new work 
and accomplishments. 

The Zionists in their plan for divisional super- 
vision of the organization and their belated 
scheme of educational werk will probably as- 
sume new proportions in many communities in 
which heretofore instead of enlisting interest as 
a local organization, they have remained’ a com- 
paratively foreign New York organization. Espe- 
cially along educational lines should the Zionists 
with their $200,000 budgeted for this department, 


create new interest. Speakers, mailing peices, 
campaigns and publicity should impress every 
Jew in the nation with the necessity for the Zion. 
ist cause. When added to this, the plan for dis- 
tricting the naticn is finally adopted and but into 
effect, there should be no reason why Zionist 
membership should not catapult to well into the 
hundreds of thousands, 

The work laid ou tfor B’nai B’rith which is 
not only experimental, but gigantic in -scope, is 
adult education. After a year of preliminary in- 
vestigation and trial and effort, adult education 
will be offered under competent teachers and cur- 
ricula in many communities which heretofore 
have vaguely felt the need but have had no 
means to fill it. A growing demand for informa- 
tion on Jewish history, ethics and achievements 
will now be answered under the best possible 
supervision, by a national organization peculiarly 
equipped because of its layman character, to per- 
form this service, which in time will rank along 
with its anti-defamation work. 

Vacation days will soon be over. In some 
communities drives for Jewish relief and charity 
will be gotten under way. But everywhere the 
laziness of summer will be replaced by renewed 
activity, vigor and hope.

In a spirit of compromise Paul 
and Mark abandoned a demand for 
“longer waking hours.”

Hadassah In 
Tree Appeal 


NEW YORK (Spl.)—An appeal 
to the Jewish women of America 
to help rebuild the destroyed for- 
ests of Palestine burned during 
the present disturbances, was is- 
sued yesterday to the 50,000 mem- 
bers of Hadassah, the Women’s 
Zionist Organization of America, 
by Mrs. Albert P. Schoolman, 
chairman of the Jewish National 
Fund Council of the organization. 

In her appeal Mrs, Schoolman 
quoted from a letter sent by Miss 
Henrietta Szold, veteran Zionist 
leader, founder of Hadassah, from 
Jerusalem: 


“I wonder whether Americans 
realize our sorrow and grief over 
the trees uprooted and burned by 
the thousands. Mishmar HaEmek 
alone weeps over the loss of nine 
thousand trees from the forest 
that was its pride. A tree in tree- 
less Palestine— a tree into the 
planting of which went blood and 
sweat and substance, and which 
symbolized hope and the future— 
destroyed ruthlessly.” 

The efforts of the Jewish Na- 
tional Fund in reforesting the neg- 
lected hills and valleys of Pales- 
tine resulted in the planting of 
1,700,000 trees during the past de- 
cade, Mrs, Schoolman said. She 
pointed out that tracts of eucalyp- 
tus trees have served to absorb 
stagnant pools that were breeders 
of malaria. During the past three 
months about 38,000 trees have 
been burned or uprooted in many 
parts of the country, including for- 
ests named for Theodor Herzl, 
the founder of Zionism; Lord Bal- 
four and George Washington, Mrs. 
Schoolman said. 


Special summer committees 
have ,been appointed in the 350 
Hadassah chapters in 45 states to 
carry on the campaign for the sale 
of trees to replace those that have 
been destroyed. Cypress, pine, 
palm and olive trees, in addition 
to the eucalyptus, are the most 
popular varieties in Palestine. 

Mrs. Schoolman said that the 
Hadassah women recently com- 
pleted the Hadassah Forest of 10,- 
000 trees in Kiryat Anavim, Pales- 
tine, and are expected to take a 
prominent part in the present 
drive.

Must Leave 


WARSAW (Spl.)—One million 
Jews may soon begin a long and 
painful emigration from Poland if 
the wishes of the Foreign Ministry 
can be fulfilled, it was indicated 
by the second article in the past 
two weeks in the official agency 
Political information on the Jew- 
ish problem, 

Seriously concerned with the 
situation, which it claims’ will 
gradually grow worse instead of 
improve, Poland is seeking, even 
with the aid of the League of Na- 
tions if necessary, a solution to 
her Jewish problem. Arguing that 
new undeveloped regions must be 
sought for Polish Jews, the state. 
ment declared that Poland has not 
the capital to develop her industry 
and commerce adequately and emi- 
gration is the only outlet for her 
surplus population, especially 
Jewish. 

The statement showed an unmis- 
takable desire to solve the prob- 
lem equitably. 

It is believed that Poland will 
raise the question at the League 
of Nations Assembly in Septem. 
ber. Jewish emigration will be 
considered as part of a_ world- 








wide resettlement plan in connec- 
tion with the redistribution of 
colonies,

For Cancer; Approved 


and Dr. Hugo Rosenberg, three 
Jewish physicians. Declaring he 
attached the greatest importance 
to the new treatment, Dr. Cailliau, 
said he was preparing a paper on 
his study for the “Swiss Medical 
Journal.” 

Professor Blumenthal and Dr. 
Jacobs are Jewish refugees from

is called “multivalent therapy,” 
and it has been tried during the 
last few months on 114 patients. 
The results are claimed to be most 
satisfactory. It is announced that 
a number of the cases which had 
been given up for lost (the can- 
cerous growths having gone be- 
yond the stage when they could 
be operated upon) were restored 
to health, 

The treatment consists of intra- 
muscular injections prepared from
